Modern  farming,  the  Nation's 
biggest  business,  has  undergone  an  unprece- 
dented scientific  revolution  in  the  last  20  years. 
The  Department's  manifold  programs  are  de- 
signed to  improve  the  production,  distribution, 
and  utilization  of  agricultural  products,  to  con- 
serve our  natural  resources,  and  to  protect  farm 
prices  and  income.

Business  and  Corporate  Law— relating  to  the 
operation  of  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation, 
one  of  the  world's  largest  corporations,  and  to 
the  Federal  Crop  Insurance  Corporation.

Domestic  Farm  Law— dealing  with  varied  pro- 
grams of  far-reaching  significance  to  the  national 
economy. 

Agricultural  Credit— involving  loans  for  farm 
acquisition,  improvement  and  operation. 

Utility  Financing  — relating  to  REA  loans  for 
the  construction  and  operation  of  electric  and 
telephone  systems. 

Foreign  Market  Development  — for  U.S.  agri- 
cultural products  and  improvement  of  the  U.S. 
position  abroad. 

Forestry,  Land,  and  Water  Law— in  the  admin- 
istration of  our  national  forests  and  soil  and 
water  conservation  programs. 

Management  and  Research  — requiring  a  variety 
of  legal  services  as  "house  counsel"  for  the 
Department. 

Patent  Law  — in  patent  proceedings  relating  to 
important  discoveries   by   Department  scientists. 

Federal -States  Relations  — presenting  novel  legal 
problems  requiring  the  balancing  of  State  and 
Federal   interests. 


Starting  Salaries 

Graduation  from  an  accredited  law  school  in  the 
upper  15  percent  of  your  class— or  special  honors 
or  recognition— and  admission  to  the  bar,  quali- 
fies you  for  consideration  under  the  General 
Counsel's  Honor  Graduates  Program.  The 
beginning  salary  for  those  appointed  under  this 
program  is  |6,435  a  year  (GS-9).  Those  ac- 
credited law  school  graduates  who  do  not  qualify 
under  the  Honor  Graduates  Program  are  con- 
sidered for  appointment  at  a  beginning  salary 
of  $5,355  a  year  (GS-7).
